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CHICAGO AND THE FAIR EXPENSES,

The siatemnent from Chicago that the
official estimate of the cost of the Colum-
bisn Exposition is §15,000,000 has a smack
sbout it of araid on the United Stutes
Treasury. The intimation is rsther too
obvious that since the hole is wso deep, the
Government must belp v pull Chicago ount.

Nevertheless, the case is not o serious as
is intimated. The President’s proclamation
was not to be issued until $10,000,000 was
pledged at Chicago; and therefore unless
there nas been some remarkable juggliog,
we may conclude that sum to be available.
If the coming Exposition is to so far sur-
pass all previous efforts in that lioe, as to
cost §15,000,000, it may be presumed that
the receipts will muke up the rest. The
ease does pot present sny good ground for
breakirfy the ncreement on which that eity
obtained the Fair, namely, that it was to
raise all the money required for the Fair,
outside of the appropriation for the Gov-
ernment exhibit.

If Chicago is unable to earry ount thst
sgreement, as it was originally made, s0
much the worse for Chicage, and, incident-
slly, for the restof the country which put
faith in the Chicago promises.

A LITTLE AT A TIME.

It is interesting to observe that Mr.
Diogley, of Maine, has introduced a bill in
Congress absolutely prohibiting the sale of
intoxieating liquore in the Distriot of
Columbin. Apart from the doubl raised
whether Mr. Dingler has any hope of get-
ting a bill passed which is introduced at
this late day of the session, there is decided
pertinence in the suggestion to him that he
had beiter confine his reformatory zeal io
smaller contracts at s time. The national
reputation would be more directly served
by estublishing prolubition within the Capr-
tol ouilding, if anything in that line is
possible. Speaker Need made a heroic
effort in that live last session by shuiting up
the bar of tke House restaurant; but it only
regilted in creating an active trade at the
Benate restauract until it was discovered
that people who were willing to take their
liquors in the Boston style could still be
served on the House gide. Numerous
rules agaiost cold tea have been established
at varioue times at the Senate end of the
Capitol; but they have all fallen into des-
netnde. If Mr. Dingley can get a law
passed stopping the trade in liguors at both
ends of the Capitol st onece, without &
marked growth of speak-ensies in the com-
mittee sand cloak rooms, it will be enough
glory for one session.

ELIGIBLE TO BE KEFT OUT.

1t is to be devoutly bhoped that the move-
ment reported by the Albany correspondent
of the Springfield Republican to secure the
appointment of Thomas C. Platt as Secre-
tary of the Treasury will not meet with sue-
cesi. This office was marked by Mr. Platt
as his own at the time of President Harri-
son’s accession, and the fact that it went to
Mr. Windom instead is one of the mattersto
be set down to the credit of the President.
The country has been trained by experience
to endure the spectacle of the Treasury as a
political meehine; bat it is not prepared to
see it operated for that purpose so uttarly to
the exclusion of efficiency and care for the
fiscal interests of the nation as Mr. Platt
would, Until the leopard can change his
epots, the New York pojitical manager is to
be set down as exactly the kind of man who
1s not wanted st the head of the Treasury
Department.

THE FACLT OF THE APPORTIONMENT.

The Congressional apportionment bill
which was passed by the Sennte last week,
snd is pow in the President’s hands, can be
eounted ascertain of obtaining his signature
snd is therelore the apportionment of repre-
sentatives and electors which will be in
force for the next decade. Although the
inerease of 24 members gives but seven of
them to what are geversily ranked as Dem-
ocratic States, this is so nearly what is
ehown by the gain in population, as to be
secepted without any particnlar dissent. The
natural suspicion of a purtisan apportion-
mwent produced some eriticism when the bill
was first reported; but full discussion has re-
sulted in iis passage as o practically just
weasure,

But while the apportionment on the basis
of 356 members is aoquitted of partisanship,
it eanmot be held free of another fault
which is almost as grave, pamely, the in-
crease of an already unwieldy member-
ship merely because no politiciaa hasstamina
to propose the reduoction of any State's
representation. Mr, Brosius recognized
the force of the principle invoived by
s propesition that no futare apportion-
ments shall ipcrease that membership.
So far as sny practical results are con-
cerned, however, this proposition is closely
akin to Rip Van Winkie's determination to
swear off, but not to ecounnt the present in-
dulgence. 17 the same political influences
prevail in 1900 we may expect to see the
same increase of membership and the same
jotimation of & good resolution for the
future.

The fact that the present House is far too
unwieldy for the intelligent transaction of
legislative basiness is beyond dispute.
Merely as & means of restricting its pro-
ductive capaeity of special legislation it
would be well warth while to reduee the
membership of the House to 250. When
there were about that number of members in
the House it was possible to do business
with some epprosch to & clear understand-
ing of what was dome. As the House haw
grown in size, its unwieldiness has incressed
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if mot of its verbosity, st least of its fecun-
dity in legislative jobs

This evil will be inereased during the
nexi decade by the addition to the size of
the House. Perhaps they will be so mani-
fest as to force a reform in the nextappor-
tionment. But it scems as if the experience
of the last decade should have been enough
to make the lesson manifest to any one who
was susceptible to instruction. -

VAST INTERNAL COMMERCE.

In Becretary Windom's last specch, he
surprieed the New York merchants and
bankers who were present at that fatal ban-
quet by pointing out the fact that the com-
werce which passes through the Sault Ste.
Marie Canal exceeded by 2,257,000 tons the
entire tonnage of all nations sent through
the Suse Canal; while the tonnage of the
Detroit river was 2,468,000 tops more than
the total tonnage of the ports of London snd
Liverpool. This remarkable showing of the
magoitude of our internal commerce has an
intimate bearing on the importance of im-
proving our interior waterways, and es-
pecially on the project of connecting the
Ohio river with the lakes by the Pittsburg
and Erie Canal.

While it may be questioned whether these
statistical statements will bold good in
other than exceptional years, they are
valuable asshowing the immense import-
ance of the lake traffic. Ewen with the
necessity of reaching the lakes by a railway
haul, Western Pennsylvania furnishes a
large share of the ftraffic that passes
through the Detroit river, and =&
still larger one of thalt which goes
through the Sault. If the canal was built
which wonld bring vessels laden with ore to
Pittsburg and wounld enable them to return
laden with iron, steel and coal, what an im-
mense expansion of that trafic would resultl
Beyond this, when we see what an extraordi-
nary tonnage is produced by waterways
which count an aggregate cosst line of ba-
tween one and two thousand miles, what
infinite volumes ot traffic would follow the
improvemenis recently sketched by the
special articles in Tre DispATOH, giving
& total of conmected internal waterways,
with two or three outlets to the ocean, to be
reckoned by tens of thousands of miles!

The magnitude of tbe results that will
follow judicions effort to secore these re.
sults, cannot be too urgently impressed on
the public mind. When they are fully
undersiood, it will be the universal conclu-
sion that Government expenditure must take
that direction, long before we loan the
Goveroment credit to the charitable task of
building ship canals in foreign countries.

ELECTRICITY IN MINES,

There is a valuable suggestion at least, in |
the idea that has been revived by the Mam-
moth mine disaster, that the perils of gas
explosion may be infinitely decreased by
lighting mines with electriciiy. This sys-
tem was first uged in a Hocking Valley
mine some fwo years ago, and has since
been adopted in several coal mines and
many of the iron and copper mives of the
Lake Superior region.

It is evident as pointed out by TrE Dis-
PATCH in referring to this subject some
time ago, that the use of are lamps or high
tension wires would not at sll diminish the
danger. But incandescent lamps, which
burn only in vacuo, with low tension wires,
would diminish the danger by a great
factor. That they wounld absclutely pre-
vent explosions is mot eertain, as
accidents might occur from the breakiog of
s lamp or the exposure of wires. It isalso
s question for experts to deiermine whether
they wonld give the warning of the presence
of gas that safety lamps do, Buttheir light
would be far superior to either of the old-
fashioned lamps, while their absolute seclu-
sion from the air would avoid & vast num-
ber of the explosions which now periodically
work wholesale destruction of life and prop-
erty.

Of course, the cost of lichting mines by
electricity would be largely in excess of the
old-fashioned lamps. But the entire cost
for many mines would not equal the loss of
such a disaster as those st the Hill Farm or
Mammoth mines. It is well worth the while
of mine owners to investigate the question
of lighting their mines in this way.

The esteemed Chief Executive is rapidly
nearing the point where he will not allow the
people to vote for him for a second term be-
cause they did not support the foree bill,

THE continned progress reported from the
Westinghouse Electric Company of the efforts
of Mr. Westinghonse to put it upon a sound
finaucial basis Is gratifying to Pittsburgers,
who naturally take an interest in having their
manufacturing concerns strong aud prosperous.
If the reports are true, affairs are now in shape
where moderate exertion by the stockholders,
and the continuance of a disposition to as
sist among the creditors, promise to bring
around arrangements satisfactory to all. The
course of the bead of this enterprise, in puiting
up so largely from his own means to back the
company, is certainly proof of his faith and
earnestness, It is équally true that his course
in asking nssistance in place of letting the com-
pany go Into court, or amalgamating with for-
eign electric companies, bas been of benefit in
preventing wider mooey disturbances, which
during the early stage of the embarrassment
were possible, but now cannot ocour,

And be was well
read in various langu He talks Latin
and French as if he bad learned their alpha-
bets in his babyhood. He has founded some
of his piays on plots taken from Greek and
Itatian books which had not in his day heen
translated into the tongue of Stratford-on-
Avon. Plainly a man of letters,

Could Not Write His Own Name.,

But Willlam Shakespeare could not write bis
own name without an exertion and contortions
of every muscle in his body, from his tongue to
his toes, Everybody kuows what a disjointed
irregular, lop-sided, misshapen, blotted
Imu‘iud “William Shakespeare” he set
down on paper. It wmust have taken
him several minutes of hard labor to
accomplish those two words, I know,
of co bow often the best writers are the
worst writers; how the more graceful is the
thought, the more vagun is the penmanskip,
But Shakespeara's iliegibility is of a qhﬁncll‘;
unliterary kind. This s the band of & man
who was unused to the manipulation of a pen,

Shakespeare's father and mother, it seems,
had a simpler way of uaking their sign manunal.
They made thelr “mark." A blotied cross, or
an inky thumnb, gave them a quick aod easy
signature. Tl"f say that this lilustrious name

He remembers his
“sacond best bed,” which he bestows as a mean
bequest npon his wife—the fair Anne Hatha-
way, whown he courted in the thatohed cottage
at Bhottery—but somehow he forgets that he
has in lus possession certain nnpnblllhml
manuscripts, such a5 “Macheth,"
Cmsar,” and “The Tempest'"” (possibly of
wvalue). These he quite forgets. Did he ac-
count thein as waste puper, or did they really
not belong to him at all?

Look at the man’s pleture—any one of the
scora of different representations of his face,
A stout, stolld, fitcheeked, beef-enting
theater manager! That this rotund fellow
wrote “Hamlot,” passes imagination, .
